as follows: 


Our Father in heaven, thou who has created the heavens and the earth, 
and all things that are therein, thou most glorious One, perfect in mercy, 
love and truth, we, thy children, come this day before thee, and in this 
house which we have built to thy most holy name, humbly plead the aton- 
ing blood of thine Only Begotten Son, that our sins may be remembered 
no more against us forever, but that our prayers may ascend unto thee 
and have free access to thy throne, that we may be heard in thy holy 
habitation. And may it graciously please thee to hearken unto our peti- 
tions, answer them according to thine infinite wisdom and love, and grant 
that the blessings which we seek may be bestowed upon us, even a hun- 
dred fold, inasmuch as we seek with purity of heart and fulness of purpose 
to do thy will and glorify thy name. 

We thank thee, O thou Great Eloheim, that thou didst raise up thy ser- 
vant, Joseph Smith, through the loins of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob, and 
made him a Prophet, Seer, and Revelator, and through the assistance and 
administrations of angels from heaven, thou didst enable him to bring

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forth the Book of Mormon—the stick of Joseph, in the hand of Ephraim 
—in fulfillment of the prophecies of Isaiah and other Prophets, which 
record has been translated and published in many languages. We also 
thank thee, our Father in heaven, that thou didst inspire thy servant and 
give him power on the earth to organize thy Church in this goodly land, 
in all its fulness, power, and glory, with Apostles, Prophets, Pastors, and 
Teachers, with all the gifts and graces belonging thereto, and all this by 
the power of the Aaronic and Melchisedec Priesthood, which thou didst 
bestow upon him by the administration of holy angels, who held that 
Priesthood in the days of the Savior. We thank thee, our God, that thou 
didst enable thy servant Joseph to build two temples, in which ordin- 
ances were administered far the living and the dead; that he also lived 
to send the Gospel to the nations of the earth and to the islands of the 
sea, and labored exceedingly until he was martyred for the word of God 
and the testimony of Jesus Christ. 

- We also thank thee, O our Father in heaven, that thou didst raise up 
thy servant Brigham Young, who held the keys of thy Priesthood on the 
earth for many years, and who led thy people to these valleys of the 
mountains, and laid the corner stone of this great Temple and dedicated 
it unto thee, and who did direct the building of three other temples in 
these Rocky Mountains which have been dedicated unto thy holy name, 
in which temples many thousands of the living have been blessed and the 
dead redeemed. 

Our Father in heaven, we are also thankful to thee for thy servant John 
Taylor, who followed in the footsteps of thy servant Brigham, until he 
laid down his life in exile. 

Thou hast called thy servants Wilford Woodruff, George Q. Cannon, and 
Joseph F. Smith, to hold the keys of the Presidency and Priesthood this 
day, and for these shepherds of thy flock we feel to give thee thanksgiving 
and praise. Thy servant Wilford is bound to acknowledge thy hand, O 
Father, in the preservation of his life from the hour of his birth to the 
present day. Nothing but thy power could have preserved him through 
that which he has passed during the eighty-six years that thou has 
granted him life on the earth. 

For the raising up of the Twelve Apostles, we also thank thee, our God, 
and for the perfect union which exists among us. 

We thank thee, O Lord, for the pefect organizations of thy Church as 
they exist at the present time. 

O Lord, we regard with intense and indescribable feelings the comple- 
tion of this sacred house. Deign to accept this the fourth temple which 
thy covenant children have been assisted by thee in erecting in these 
mountains. In past ages thou didst inspire with thy Holy Spirit thy 
servants, the Prophets, to speak of a time in the latter days when the 
mountain of the Lord’s house should be established in the top of the 
mountains, and should be exalted above the hills. We thank thee that 
we have had the glorious opportunity of contributing to the fulfillment of 
these visions of thine ancient seers, and that thou hast condescended to 
permit us to take part in the great work. And as this portion of thy 
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servants’ words has thus so marvelously been brought to pass, we pray 
thee, with increased faith and renewed hope, that all their words with 
regard to thy great work in gathering thine Israel and building up thy 
kingdom on earth in the last days may be as amply fulfilled, and that, O 
Lord, speedily. 

We come before thee with joy and thanksgiving, with spirits jubilant 
and hearts filled with praise, that thou hast permitted us to see this day 
for which, during these forty years, we have hoped, and toiled, and prayed, 
when we can dedicate unto thee this house which we have built to thy 
most glorious name. One year ago we set the capstone with shouts of 
Hosanna to God and the Lamb. And to-day we dedicate the whole unto 
thee, with all that pertains unto it, that it may be holy in thy sight; that 
it may be a house of prayer, a house of praise and of worship; that thy 
glory may rest upon it, that thy holy presence may be continually in it; 
that it may be the abode of thy Well-Beloved Son, our Savior; that the 
angels who stand before thy face may be the hallowed messengers who 
shall visit it, bearing to us thy wishes and thy will, that it may be sanc- 
tified and consecrated in all its parts holy unto thee, the God of Israel, 
the Almighty Ruler of mankind. And we pray thee that all people who 
may enter upon the threshold of this, thine house, may feel thy power 
and be constrained to acknowledge that thou has sanctified it, that it is 
thy house, a place of thy holiness. 

We pray thee, Heavenly Father, to accept this building in all its parts 
from foundation to capstone, with the statue that is on the latter placed, 
and all the finials and other ornaments that adorn its exterior. We pray 
thee to bless, that they decay not, all the walls, partitions, floors, ceilings, 
roofs and bridging, the elevators, stairways, railings, and steps, the frames, 
doors, windows, and other openings, all things connected with the lighting, 
heating and sanitary apparatus, the boilers, engines, and dynamos, the con- 
necting pipes and wires, the lamps and burners, and all utensils, furniture 
and articles used in or connected with the holy ordinances administered in 
this house, the veils and the altars, the baptismal font and the oxen on 
whichit rests, and all that pertains thereto, the baths, washstandsand basins. 
Also the safes and vaults in which the records are preserved, with the 
records themselves, and all books, documents, and papers appertaining to 
the office of the recorder, likewise the library with all the books, maps, 
instruments, ete., that may belong thereto. We also present before thee, 
for thine acceptance, all the additions and buildings not forming a part 
of the main edifice, but being appendages thereto; and we pray thee to 
bless all the furniture, seats, cushions, curtains, hangings, locks and fasten- 
ings, and multitudinous other appliances and appurtenances found in and 
belonging to this Temple and its annexes, with all the work of ornamen- 
tation thereon, the painting and plastering, the gilding and bronzing, the 
fine work in wood and metal of every kind, the embroidery and needle- 
work, the pictures and statuary, the carved work and canopies. Also the 
materials of which the buildings and their contents are made or composed 
—the rock, lime, mortar and plaster, the timbers and lath, the wood of 
various trees, the gold and silver, the brass and iron, and all other metals, 
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the silk, wool, and cotton, the skins and furs, the glass, china and precious 
stones, all these and all these herein we humbly present for thine accept- 
ance and sanctifying blessing. 

Our Father in heaven, we present before thee the altars which we have 
prepared for thy servants and hand-maidens to receive their sealing bless- 
ings. We dedicate them in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, unto thy 
most holy name, and we ask thee to sanctify these altars, that those who 
come unto them may feel the power of the Holy Ghost resting upon them, 
and realize the sacredness of the covenants they enter into. And we pray 
that our covenants and contracts which we make with thee and with each 
other may be directed by thy Holy Spirit, be sacredly kept by us, and 
accepted by thee, and that all the blessings pronounced may be realized, 
by all the Saints who come to these altars, in the morning of the resurrec- 
tion of the just. 

O Lord, we pray thee to bless and sanctify the whole of this block or 
piece of ground on which these buildings stand, with the surrounding 
walls and fences, the walks, paths, and ornamental beds, also the trees, 
plants, flowers and shrubbery that grow in its soil; may they bloom and 
blossom and become exceedingly beautiful and fragrant; and may thy 
Spirit dwell in the midst thereof, that this plot of ground may be a place 
of rest and peace, for holy meditation and inspired thought. 

Preserve these buildings, we beseech thee, from injury or destruction 
by flood or fire; from the rage of the elements, the shafts of the vivid 
lightning, the overwhelming blasts of the hurricane, the flames of con- 
suming fire, and the upheavals of the earthquake, O Lord, protect them. 

Bless, we pray thee, Heavenly Father, all who may be workers in this 
house. Remember continually thy servant who shall be appointed to 
preside within its wall, endow him richly with the wisdom of the Holy 
Ones, with the spirit of his calling, with the power of his Priesthood, and 
with the gift of discernment. Bless, according to their calling, his assist- 
ants and all who are associated with him in the performance of the 
ordinances— baptism, confirmations, washings, anointings, sealings, endow- 
ments, and ordinations which are performed herein, that all that is done 
may be holy and acceptable unto thee, thou God of our salvation. Bless 
the recorders and copyists, that the records of the Temple may be kept 
perfect, and without omissions and errors, and that they may also be 
accepted of thee.

the children, that the sons of men in all their generations can be made

FACTS AND EVENTS. 


Among the exhibits at the World’s Fair will be a pack of cards made from human skin. 

A new sect that has sprung up in Russia holds that hair is sinful, and that baldheaded- 
ness is the mark of sanctity. 

Among trees the elm reaches an age of 335 years; the ivy, 450; the chestnut, 500; the 
olive, 700; the cedar, 800; the oak, 1,500; the yew, 2,800; while Humboldt computed the 
age of a baobab tree, a species of banyan, to be 5,700 years. 
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A great rush of settlers is expected when the Cherokee reservation in the Indian Terri- 
tory, U. 8. A., is open to immigration in September. 


Great Britain is amongst the lowest of civilized countries in regard to the tender age at 
which it allows child labor in factories. Seventy-six thousand children of eleven years 
of age are now at work. ~ 


From several parts of England comes the intelligence that the drought has been broken. 
Severe thunderstorms have occurred accompanied by heavy rain, but in the Liverpool 
district the rain was gentle and without electrical disturbance. 


An untamed swallow, which had its nest in a farm near Roubaix, France, was caught, 
and taken in a cage to Paris, where it was released. It returned to its nest in ninety 
minutes, having accomplished a distance of 258 kilometers, or over two miles a minute. 


During the last four years murders in the United States have almost doubled in number. 
In 1889 cases of homicide numbered 3,567; in 1892 they reached 6,792. Yet there were 
only 107 legal executions last year. The result is an increase in the number of lynchings., 


If the number of persons daily entering the city of London were dispatched from any 
given station by train, as many as 1,977 trains, each conveying 600 persons, would be 
required for the purpose. If the trains were all joined together in a continuous line, 
they would extend 221 miles. 


A telegram states that Messrs. Harland & Wolff, of Belfast, Ireland, have received 
an order from the White Star Line, of Liverpool, to build a new liner eight hundred feet 
long for the Atlantic passenger traffic. The firm is at present hastening the completion 
of the new White Star liner Gothic, which is about five hundred feet long and eight thou- 
sand tons, and is expected to equal the new Cunarders in speed. 


The wealth of Paris isso boundless that the rubbish and refuse of the city are worth 
millions, There are more than 50,000 persons who earn a living by picking up what 
others throw away. Twenty thousand women and children exist by sifting and sorting 
the gatherings of the pickers, who collect every day in the year about 1,200 tons of mer- 
chandise, which they sell to the wholesale rag-dealers for some 70,000 francs, 


Strikes occurred centuries ago, and their outcome was just as disastrous as is that of 
the present-day work struggles. In the year 1329 a strike of brassworkers was initiated 
in Breslau, Silesia, which lasted a year. Fifty-six years later, in 1385, one of blacksmiths 
took place in Dantzio, which only ended, but then rather abruptly, when the local 
authorities obtained permission to issue an edict proclaiming that until further notice any 
workman refusing to obey the lawful dictates of his employer as to continuing operations 
was to be summarily deprived of his ears. 


It was announced on May 15, that the Queens and National Bank of Australia, had 
decided to suspend payment pending the adoption of a scheme of reconstruction, The 
bank has a subscribed capital of £1,600,000, one half of which has been paid up, and the 
shareholders are also responsible for the note circulation of a quarter of a million, which, 
however, the Government has guaranteed. The Bank of North Queensland and the 
Commercial Banking Company of Sydney have also suspended payment, and great ex- 
citement was caused by the receipt of the news in London, Edinburgh, and Glasgow, 
where depositors are numerous. 

From Nankin a freak of nature is reported more remarkable than that of the Siamese 
Twins. A Kiansi man has two sons, aged about eight, who are joined together by an 
‘*arm-like piece of flesh,” about the size of a man’s arm, in such wise that they stand, not 
side by side, but face to face. A writer, who has examined them, states that when they 
walked they had to move sideways, or shoulders first, ‘like the peregrinations of a crab,” 
Nor did there seem to be any difficulty for one to sit while the other stood. Another 
curious incident was that the twins never fell asleep at the same time, for while one was 
asleep the other was sure to be awake. The twins have had audiences of all the authori-

TRUE PROGRESS. 


AN axiom sustained by the experience of ages is, that no people can 
be truly happy who do not live in harmony with the laws of their 
being. No amount of civilization or enlightenment can save a people who 
persist in violating these laws. The penalty may be delayed for a while 
but it will surely come. Striking illustrations of the truth of this state- 
ment may be found in the fate of the nations of antiquity, and in the 
course which moderns are now taking. Whenever a people strictly 
observe the laws of their being they must progress. Their tendency is 
upward; and to this may be attributed the peace, happiness, and pros- 
perity which have attended the Latter-day Saints since the organization 
of the Church. The Gospel of Jesus Christ, which has been restored in 
these the last days, is a perfect system, peculiarly adapted to increase 
man’s happiness and knowledge, because, when its laws are obeyed, he is 
in harmony with himself, and the result which is brought about is 
wonderful. 

The disposition which is being manifested at the present time among 
the people, to arrive at a knowledge of these laws, and to carry them into 
effect, is most gratifying, as it evidences an aim at that progress which has 
been a striking characteristic in their history. It is the belief of the 
Latter-day Saints that this progress is an instinct of nature everywhere 
felt, and everywhere at work,—that while time and circumstances may 
change its objects nothing can paralyze its power nor satiate its thirst. 
It has and will run through all ages, and explains half the phénomena of 
the world’s history; it has been the terror of tyrants, and the inspiration 
of reformers. It follows man through all the stages of his mortal life; it . 
throbs in the bosom of childhood, and nerves the mind of age. It is 
seldom satisfied. New attainments only serve to whet its appetite, while 
new steps in the line of advancement only add to its momentum. It 
keeps the imagination ever painting bright pictures, and the memory 
collecting materials from the past to help him on. It makes of this life a 
race-course, and keeps the goal-post always before the eye. No sooner is 
one interesting point in the prospect reached than one is urged on to 
another, and thus the goal of to-day is but the starting point of to-morrow.

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But, like all other great powers of man’s nature, this instinct of pro- 
gress can be sadly perverted, directed to unworthy ends, and stimulated 
by unworthy motives. When this is done it causes him to think that 
without the Priesthood of God he can become perfect. It may prompt 
him to propose to “regenerate society,” “usher in a reign of righteousness,” 
and “flood the earth with a knowledge of God,” and yet deny the necessity 
and utility of the existence of inspired servants of God—Prophets, and 
Apostles. It cannot be denied, however, that man does in himself possess 
great power of mind. He has the faculty to invent, make improvements, 
and perform much for his own benefit and good. Nations and kingdoms 
have arisen from a state of barbarism, and attained to a high degree of 
civilization. This fact is indisputable. Man, in his deep ignorance, feel- 
ing conscious that he had in himself certain faculties and powers which 
could be wrought upon to his advantage, one generation after another is 
discovered becoming more enlightened. Improvement after improvement, 
and discovery after discovery, have been made in all the arts and sciences 
of life, all tending to the growth of the human mind in intelligence, and 
demonstrating the fact that man is a progressive being. 

Yet, in spite of all, there is a stopping-point in the career of man, in 
kingdoms, and empires; and that commences when the Almighty offers 
them His assistance—His Priesthood and Gospel—and they reject it. The 
destruction of the antediluvians for rejecting Noah, the extinction of the 
Jewish nation for rejecting the Son of God, are among many of the 
solemn witnesses which can be adduced to prove this assertion. Yet, how 
striking is the contrast? Enoch and his faithful followers were led on 
from one degree of perfection to another. They confided in him, obeyed 
his counsels and teachings, gathered the elements of purity and life 
around them, lived in harmony with the laws of their being, gained the 
victory, and finally soared above mortality, with all their architectural 
monuments, manufactories, etc., and are awaiting the time when they 
shall return to earth, and be seen as the “New Jerusalem coming down 
from God out of heaven.” 

The Latter-day Saints believe that there are certain principles of power 
within the reach of man while he is in this probationary sphere, and that 
there are also many things beyond his reach; but that, as far as his power 
extends, he has the free agency to act for himself, and the sphere in which 
he has to operate extends only so far as he has power to obey or disobey 
the laws to which every man is subject. Hence the progress that a man 
may attain to in this life consists in obeying the laws of righteousness, 
and obtaining the promised blessings of the Gospel which are within his 
sphere. Right and wrong are before him. He has power to do either. If 
he does that which is right, and obeys the laws of God in all things, he is 
a perfect man, so far as his sphere of action extends. No law can be, in 
justice, presented toa man for his guidance which is beyond his power, 
or the power given him, to obey; therefore, no law can be a perfect one 
which exacts of men what they cannot perform. The law of God, however, 
is perfect, and does not require men to perform that which they cannot 
acquire power to do. It follows, therefore, that if a law is perfect, to- 
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gether with the principle by which a man is made perfect, and he cannot 
become perfect without obeying it, then, if he rejects that law, he cannot 
be perfect, nor truly progress, in his sphere. 

The members of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints further 
believe that nothing has transpired, nor ever will transpire, to deter them 
from progressing and accomplishing that work which it is their destiny to 
perform. With their numbers and strength increasing, their confidence in, 
and obedience to, their leaders unlimited and unanimous, their love for truth 
and right more fervent, their union and affection towards each other solid 
and sure, and their humility before their God, in the practical observance 
of His revealed will, daily growing, they are building the foundation of a 
lasting, successful, triumphant progress unto the literal fulfillment of all 
the prophecies uttered by the mouths of God’s servants concerning them.

NOTTINGHAM CONFERENCE. 


MInvuTEs of the Nottingham Conference held in the Temperance Hall, St. 
Ann Street, May 7, 1893. There were present: President Alfred Solomon 
and Elder Joseph Quinney, of the Liverpool office; Andrew Morrison, 
President of, and H. M. McCune traveling Elder in the Sheffield Confer- 
ence; Wm. C. Hunter, President of, and Henry Harker, James Boyden, 
Edmund Stevens, Clarence C. Cressall, C. W. Wright, John Parkin and 
Hyrum J. Smith traveling Elders in the Nottingham Conference. 

10:30 a.m. Singing. Prayer by Elder Boyden. Singing. 

President Hunter said that inasmuch as the Saints had come to hear 
the word of God, it behooved them to leave worldly things alone for a 
while and offer up a silent prayer within the heart that the Spirit of God 
might be present during the day. 

Elder Parkin knew that the work which the Latter-day Saints are 
engaged in is of God, and was thankful that he was counted worthy to be 
an instrument in God’s hands to help to spread the same. The Gospel is 
one of love and charity, and the Saints as a people should cultivate these 
qualities, for except they had charity the Gospel profited them nothing} 

Elder Smith followed testifying that, without the Spirit of God, no one 
could speak intelligently of the things of God, and of the Gospel which 
he knew was the power of God unto salvation. He exhorted those who 
had not received a testimony to go before God in humility and ask Him 
for that knowledge, and He would reveal unto them whether it is of 
Himself or of man. 

Elder Harker referred to the fact that God made man in His own image, 
and that it is, also, his right and privilege to make laws for the governing 
of mankind—his children. 1t was necessary for the latter to learn what 
these laws were and then keep them, if they desired to receive the blessings 
and benefits accruing therefrom. There were many at the present time pro- 
fessing to teach them, but if the Scriptures were searched one would find 
that they were all far from the plan which was taught by Christ and His 
Apostles. The Apostle James taught that if “we keep the whole law and 
fail in one point, we are guilty of the whole.” | 

President Solomon said he had been in nearly every conference in 
England in his travels, and had met with those who thought that the Latter- 
day Saints had been swept out of existence. But, although unobserved 
by the world, the Church was growing and would continue to grow until 
it should fill the whole earth. He exhorted the Saints to be faithful to 
the covenants which they had made, and to live virtuous and honest lives, 
and be charitable to each other, to learn their duties one towards another, 
and then do them.

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Elder Stevens bore his testimony to the truth of the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ, which was the only Gospel whereby man could be saved, and no man 
had any right to preach any other Gospel. The Latter-day Saint Elders 
were preaching the same Gospel that the Apostle Paul preached, and 
that Peter and Christ promulgated. The speaker referred, also, to the 
saying of Paul in Galatians, that “though we or an angel from heaven 
preach any other Gospel than that which we have preached let him be 
accursed.” 

Elder Cressall felt that the Saints were present to learn the will of God 
and work out a salvation for themselves. It was necessary for us to know 
and understand our heavenly Father and His Son Jesus Christ, for John 
stated that this was life eternal, “that they might know Thee the only 
true God, and Jesus Christ whom Thou hast sent.” It was then necessary 
to have faith in them, and abide by their teachings, for without faith it 
was impossible to please God. Those present were exhorted to build their 
faith upon a solid foundation, that when the winds and storms come they 
might stand and not be shaken. It was also necessary to repent of 
sins, and be baptized for the remission of them, or salvation could not be 
obtained in the kingdom of God. 

President Hunter presented the authorities of the church as sustained 
by the Conference held at Salt Lake City, April 5, 1893, also the authorities 
of the European Mission, and of the Nottingham Conference, which were 
unanimously sustained. 

The Conference report for the last six months was read, which showed: 
indoor meetings held 658; open air 78; tracts distributed 11,937; books 
given away 175; loaned 15; baptized 18; children blessed 6; emigrated 7; 
Seventies 8; Elders 33; Priests 11; Teachers 9; Deacons 15; members 238; 
total officers and members 306. 

Elder Quinney said his mind had been lead to reflect upon the Savior, 
and while the Sacrament was being administered the passage as found in 
John vi: 53; “except ye eat flesh of the son of man and drink his blood 
ye have no life in you,” occurred to him. He realized that if eternal life 
was desired, it was necessary to eat and drink in remembrance of the 
broken body of Christ, but it was also necessary to partake of these 
emblems with clean hands and pure hearts. The speaker quoted the 
passage in 1 Corinthians ii: 26, 27; “for as often as ye eat this bread and 
drink this cup ye do show the Lord’s death till He comes, but whosoever 
shall eat this bread and drink this cup of the Lord unworthily shall be 
guilty of the body and blood of the Lord,” in support of his views, and 
showed the power of the evil one, and the necessity of being prayerful 
and keeping the laws of God.

President Morrison said that by taking the history of Christ and His 
Apostles it was found that they were all in unity, that there was no dis- 
cord in any of their teachings, but that all taught the same Gospel. By — 
turning to the saying of Paul it could be seen how it was that there was 
no discord among them. It was because they all understood the same 
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plan of salvation, and wrote and spoke by the power of the Holy Ghost. 
If the Saints desired to be in unity with them it was necessary that they 
should understand the same code of laws and be under the same influence ; 
for the natural man receives not the things of the Spirit of God, for they 
are foolishness unto him, “for what man knoweth the things of man save 
by the spirit of man which is in him? even so the things of God knoweth 
no man but by the Spirit of God.” It was necessary to believe that God is 
a lover of them which diligently seek him. The speaker spoke upon the 
principles of Christ which are essential and necessary for every creature 
under the sun to obey if they wish to receive an inheritance in the king- 
dom of God. He closed by bearing a stong testimony unto the truth of 
the work in which he was engaged. 

Elder McCune stated that by listening to the remarks that had been 
uttered during the conference it could be seen that they differed widely 
from any of the teachings of any of the other denominations. The axe 
was at the root of the tree, and all which was not of our heavenly Father 
should be hewn down. The speaker referred to the setting up of the king- 
dom of God in these the last days. 

President Solomon said that if the Saints would follow out what had been 
spoken they would be sure of a salvation in God’s kingdom. We were 
called a peculiar people, but it was found that God had given unto the 
Latter-day Saints the same power and blessings that he gave to His 
people in the apostolic age. He felt thankful that he lived in this age 
when the Gospel is again restored with al] its gifts and blessings. The 
speaker referred to the many blessings which the Saints are enjoying, and 
said if the world could see the Saints they would not be so prejudiced 
against them. He gave many good instructions and spoke on the general 
condition of the world and also of the condition of the Latter-day Saints.

THE ABYSMAL DEPTHS OF THE SEA. 


THE new submarine world now explored and mapped out presents a very 
different picture from that painted for us by the poets. But a short time 
has elapsed since the bottom of the ocean was supposed to be the counter- 
part of the face of the earth above water—with hills and valleys, with 
precipitous mountains lifting toward the surface and profound gorges 
sinking to unfathomable depths. The ocean floor is far less diversified 
than the land. Here and there, to be sure, islands in mid-ocean are the 
summits of enormous mountains, rising, more or less abruptly, from a 
generally level surface, and the sea lying over a narrow, depressed region 
in the North-Western Pacific reaches its greatest depth. But this is ex- 
ceptional ; in its general character the ocean bottom consists of vast flat 
or slightly undulating.plains. An extraordinary circumstance that has 
been noticed with interest, and that always creates syrprise when first 
learned, is the entire absence of foreign matter in the deeper part of the 
ocean’s floor. Of all the vessels lost in mid-ocean, of all the human beings 
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that have been drowned, of all the marine animals that have perished, of 
all the clay, sand, and gravel let fall by dissolving icebergs, of all the 
various substances drifted from every shore by shifting currents—not a 
trace remains; but in their place water from 1,000 to 2,500 fathoms in 
depth covers the uniform deposit of thick, bluish, tenacious slime called 
globigerina ooze. A bit of this under a powerful lens is a revelation of 
beauty not readily forgotten. The ooze is composed almost entirely of the 
daintiest, most delicately beautiful shells imaginable. At depths greater 
than 2,500 fathoms the bottom of the sea consists mainly of products 
arising from exposure, for almost incalculable periods, to the chemical 
action of sea water, of pumice and other volcanic matters. This finally 
results in the formation of the red clay deposits that are considered 
characteristic of the profoundest depths of the ocean. Carbonate of lime, 
which, in the form of the shells of foraminifera, makes up so large a part 
of the globigerina ooze, is here almost entirely absent. Sea water is very 
nearly a universal solvent, and before any shell, large or small, reaches 
the bottom of these tremendous abysms, it is chemically eaten up, liter- 
ally dissolved—a result which the enormous pressure of the water must 
materially hasten. At 1,000 fathoms the weight of the water pressing on 
all sides of an object immersed to that depth is very nearly one ton to the 
square inch, or more than one hundred times that sustained at the sea 
level, and at the greatest depths the pressure is so increased that it would 
seem nothing could withstand it—in fact, heavy metal cylinders let down 
with the sounding apparatus are sometimes, on being drawn up again to 
the surface, found bent and collapsed; strongly made glass vessels which 
the metal inclosed are shattered into fragments. 

In the profoundest abysms of the sea are strange forms of life, that 
never, save when brought up by the trawl, see the upper light. The work 
carried on by means of the United States Fish Commission vessel, the 
Albatross, has established the fact that forms of sea life inhabiting the 
upper waters may descend to about 1,200 feet from the surface, but that 
below this, to a depth of 300 or 360 fathoms, a barren zone intervenes 
where marine life seems absent. But still deeper, strange to say, has been 
discovered an abundant and varied fauna, new to science, living under 
conditions of tremendous pressure, and paucity of the life-sustaining 
element of oxygen, that induced an eminent zoologist to say quite re- 
cently: “What we know of the greatest ocean depths forbids us to ex- 
pect to find them inhabited by living organisms. Here, indeed, survive 
forms of life, the like of which no inhabitant of the upper world, not even 
the sun himself, has looked upon before the dredgers of the Challenger, 
the Albatross, the Blake, and similarly equipped vessels dragged up marine 
creatures from congenial cold and dark. It might reasonably be supposed 
that these denizens of great sea depths would be built more firmly and 
strongly than surface animals to resist the pressure of the element in 
which they live, but it is just the contrary. The most universal character- 
istic of these creatures is the looseness and flabbiness of texture they 
exhibit. Indeed, they seem to need the excessive pressure of the water 
about them to keep their parts together, for when they are brought to 
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the surface they are ready to fall to pieces. It is a problem, so strangely 
are some of them formed, how they can move from place to place; were 
they not entirely below the disturbing element of wave action they would, 
to all appearance, be entirely helpless. Inhabiting these abysmal spaces, 
as completely cut off from communication with the upper waters as we 
are from the inhabitants of other planets, we can only vaguely speculate 
on their habits and judge their manners of life, from their somewhat re- 
mote analogies to the surface-species nearest akin to them. Plant-life is 
entirely absent from their place of abode, and although they doubtless 
prey upon each other, some original source of food supply must of course 
be conjectured to exist.—Cosmopolitan. 


UTAH NEWS. 


(Summarized from Territorial papers. ) 
A public reception in the Salt Lake Theatre was tendered the newly-elected governor 
for Utah, C. W. West, on May 4. 


The Utah Central railway has secured the contracts for shipping the ore from the 
Mayflower, Silver King, Crescent, and Daly mines, during the present year, from Park 
City to Salt Lake City. The company is also taking down many carloads of stone, 
which is being used for Salt Lake paving. 

An effort is being made at Salt Lake City to raise $500,000 to build a railway from 
Salt Lake City to Deep Creek. It is claimed by the inaugurators of the enterprise that 
& road would be a financial success, as it would develop a large mining district, and 
prove a great benefit to the business men of Salt Lake City. 


The worst storm of the season set in at Rawlins, Wyoming, on April 29. A wet snow, 
accompanied by high wind, kept up steadily all day; there was nearly a foot of snow 
upoa the level, which drifted terribly in places. Nearly a hundred thousand sheep have 
been sheared in the vicinity of Rawlins during the preceding three weeks, many of which 
it was thought would die, some placing the probable loss as high as 50 per cent. 


United States Commissioner Emery Hill was found dead in his bed on the morning 
of April 29, at Salt Lake City. Not long since his brother died suddenly of heart disease, 
and the same complaint is said to have been the cause of the commissioner’s sudden and 
unexpected demise. The day previous be was at his customary labors and — was 
known of his ailments. Deceased was fifty-nine years of age. 


George T. Peay of Provo city, has discovered a porcelain clay of the very finest 
grade in colors of red and white. Samples were sent to the Smithsonian Institute at 
Washington, and the Smithsonian authorities stated they were the finest specimens they 
had ever received of that class of material. The white clay is almost as clear as glass and 
will burn when made as thin as a knife-blade, while the red is adapted to the manufac- 
ture of the best pottery. Mountainville, located about six miles north of Pleasant Grove, 
is the place where the discovery was made, and where a tunnel fifty feet in length has 
been run into the mountain. 


In a letter to the Deseret News Elder Joseph Woods gives an account of himself and 
Elder R. M. Harper, now on a mission in Indian Territory, being held up by a highway- 
man and robbed of their watches. The robbery took place near Millan Ridge on April 
20. The fellow followed them along the road for miles, and then, covering them with a 
rifle, made them hand over their watches. He also demanded money, but as the 
missionaries only had a couple of dollars among them, he said he wouldn't take their last 
cent. On Elder Harper petitioning for the return of his watch chain on the ground that 
it was a present from his father, the fellow exclaimed, ‘‘ Well, if I thought that, I’d give 
it back.” After further assurance the chain was handed back. 
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
